Having  first  duly  sworn  an  oath  as  on  attached  shoot 
and  in  aoaordanco  with  the  orocoduro  followed  in  my  country 
I  hereby  doposo  as  follows# 

1.  I,  Uzuhlko  Usaml,  aervod  as  tho  chief  .iai«ij®coltani4ieilo 
Division  of  tho  China  Affairs  Board  from  Docembor  1940  to 
October  1942  Indus Ivo  and  thereafter  from  November  1942  as 
Dirootor  of  the  China  Affairs  Bureau  of  tho  Oroater  East  Asia  v 
Ministry.  In  1944  I  was  in  Shanghai  as  Envoy  Extraordinary 

and  Minister  Plonipotontlary. 

2.  The  Economic  Division  of  tho  China  affairs  Board  was 
engaged  in  economic  and  financial  matters  in  China  concern¬ 
ing  Jaoan  including  tho  supervision  of  tho  North  China

Oevolooment  Company. 

3.  Tho  North  Chinn  Dovolopm^int  Company  was  ostabllahed  pur¬ 
suant  to  tho  North  China  Dovolopmont  Company  Law  which  was

enacted  .jrll  30,  1933.  Its  purpose  was  to  co-ordinate  and 
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adjust  tho  entorpriso  of  its  cffUlatod  companies  in  North  , 

China  by  moans  of  loans  and  investments  tv>ereto  in  order  to  I 

spood  up  the  economic  develooraont  of  North  China.  Tho  North  I 

China  Dovolooraont  Company  was  not  an  operating  company.  j 

4.  By  tho  provision  of  tho  North  China  Development  Company 
Law  and  Cabinet  Order  (Naikaku  Ko  No,  272),  relating  to  tho 
suoorvision  of  this  Comoany  issued  in  1933,  the  supervision  of 
tho  North  China  Development  Company  v/as  placed  in  tho  hands 
of  tho  Japanese  Government. 

By  the  terms  of  this  order  all  Important  matters  relat¬ 
ing  to  the  company's  structure,  business  and  accounting  wore 
made  subject  to  tho  approval  of  tho  Prime  Minister,  while 

« 

reports  wore  required  to  be  made  to  him  as  to  less  important  ^ 

matters.  Suoorvision  of  the  North  China  Development  Company 
was  handled  by  the  China  Affairs  Board  of  which  the  Prime 
Minister  was  concurrently  oresidont.  Tho  North  China  Liaison 
Section  of  tho  China  Affairs  Board  in  Peking  handled  the 
Board's  activities  in  that  district. 

The  North  Chintu  Dovelooraont  Comoany  in  making  loans  or 
investments  in  an  affiliated  ooraoany,  stipulated  in  tho 
contract  that  all  important  matters  pertaining  to  administra¬ 
tion  and  accounting  are  subject  to  tho  apiroval  of  the  North 
China  Dovoloomont  company.  Howovor,  in  accordance  to  law,  any 
approval  by  the  North  Chlnp  Govolo>mont  Company  was  subject  to 
tho  approval  of  the  China  Affairs  Board.  The  matters  requiring 
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assent  of  the  lender  are  set  out  in  the  afore-mentioned 
.i*et  aer  and  relate  to  the  general  business  planning 
of  the  boirover^  incjudir.g  such  activities  as  determing  the 
kind  and  cuantivy  of  goods  which  it  planned  to  produce,  plan 
for  th^  sale  of  such  goods,  the  prices  thereof,  employment 
of  lal'vr  required  by  the  bcrrcwer  and  the  wages  of  such 
emoUymenc,  Instailaticn  and  enlargement  of  equipments,  and 
matters  requiring  j npcr ts  from  Japan. 

5.  In  the  conduct  of  its  business,  the  North  China  Develop, 
ment  Company  did  not  moropcllze  the  Investments  and  loans 
that  were  made  to  the  affiliated  companies.  Other  Japanese 
and  Chinese  Companies  were  also  making  loans  or  investments. 
If  there  was  any  affiliated  ccupany  that  exorcised  a  business 
monopoly,  it  v/as  not  granted  by  the  North  China  Development 
Company,  the  latter  having  nothing  to  do, with  the  matter. 

The  North  ChiAi^.  Deveicpr.ont  Comrany  had  no  compulsory  power 
ovei  its  cfxi_iatea  oom.car.y  or  any  other  company. 

6.  The  North  Chin*.  Dovr.lopmant  Company  had  no  power  to 
establish  and  in  fact  never  did  establish  any  material 
mobilization  plan  fcr  Kor<*h  China. 

7.  The  enterprises,  both  Jasanese  and  Chinese,  in  North 
China  were  ailect-->d  and  their  program  greatly  curtailed  by 
the  warfare  in  Ciiiua.  The  Japanese  Armed  Forces  to  further 
its  ov-n  needs  did  seize  and  place  under  their  own  custody 
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certain  Chinese  enterprises  located  in  their  occupied  area. 
Hov/ovar,  the  Japanese  Government  and  the  North  China  Politi 
Cornell  (the  Chinese  Government  in  North  China)  were  con¬ 
cerned  not  cniv  with  the  earliest  possible  recovery  or  rever- 
sior'e;  enterprises  but  also  v  1th  the  earliest  eoononlo 

dovo3  opn:u.t  of  North  China  for  the  benefit  of  both  countries. 

This  purpose  Is  Illustrated  by  the  establlsiurent  of 
the  North  China  UavelopT.i.nt  Company  by  the  Japanese  Oovern- 
ment  and  the  promotion  of  the  Sino- Japanese  operating  concerns 
as  Its  affiliated  Companlea  by  the  Chinese  Affairs  Board  aa 
rell  as  the  I'orth  China  rolipical  Council  and  by  tho  Introduc- 
tlcn  cf  Japanese  croltal,  industrial  technique  and  materials 
which  were  all  combined  together  >•  1th  the  Chinese  Capital  and 
labor  for  oconomlo  rtevelorment  of  North  China.  However,  as 
the  war  covered  a  wide  area  of  China  including  that  of  North 
China,  it  often  •rnpoer.pl  that  the  needs  of  the  Japanese  Armed 
Forces  in  oopnoction  with  their  operations  or  tho  maintenance 
of  p-abl)o  peace  so  odversely  affected  the  business  of  the 
China  Affairs  Beard,  fne  Hortn  China  Development  Company  and 
Its  affiliated  uoi..;>anlc.s  that  their  program  for  tho  ooonomlo 
devo-l  csmont  oo  Nor  Ih  Crina  could  not  proceed  as  those  of  us 
Who  wore  e:-.sa33-l  la  ebPnomio  matters  would  have  desired. 

8.  'ir.6  North  China  Dovolopmont  Company  made  no  profit.  Six 

percent  por  annum  davldendo  wore  paid  to  private  stook-holders 
only  and  this  was  able  to  do  by  obtaining  subsidies  from  the 
Govorn.ment «  ,  . 
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9.  Approval  of  the  North  China  Affairs  Boord  .as  required 
on  sv.oh  rjitters  of  the  North  China  Devolopment  Company  and 
its  offlUatod  oompanlos,  as  in  deciding  or  revising  the  regui  J:) 
lattonr.  covering  salaries,  wa^es  and  allowances  of  their 
officers  and  employees.  The  China  Affairs  Board  pursued  a 
policy  of  avoiding  payment  of  oACOsslve  compensations.
